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PREFACE 


This  is  a  compilation  of  supplementary  learning  resources  selected  on  the  basis 
of  their  fit  to  the  Three-Year  Spanish  Program.*    The  list  is  intended  to  assist 
teachers  of  Spanish  locate  supplementary  resources  that  facilitate  the  attainment  of 
objectives  in  terms  of  a  four  skills  approach  articulated  in  the  Program.   The  list 
consists  of  student  and  teacher  materials  for  Spanish  as  a  second  language  at  the 
high  school  level.   The  following  types  of  material  are  included:    basic  language 
programs  (grammar  texts,  tape  programs,  workbooks,  etc.),  readers,  reference 
materials  and  other  supplementary  forms  of  instructional  learning  resources  for 
student  use.   Special  consideration  is  given  to  materials  that  contain  a  strong 
cultural  element— history,  geography,  literature,  fine  arts  and  lifestyles  of  Hispanic 
peoples  throughout  the  world. 

The  entries  are  organized  in  two  broad  categories:   basic  (grammar  texts  and 
components),  and  supplementary  (readers,  dictionaries  and  other  reference 
materials).   They  are  arranged  alphabetically  within  each  category  according  to  the 
following  format: 

Author.   Title.   Edition.   Place  of  Publication:    Publisher, 
Date  of  Publication. 

Annotation. 

Each  entry  is  annotated  with  a  short  description  of  the  content  relevant  to  the 
Three-Year  Spanish  Program  and  specification  of  the  recommended  level.   These 
resources  are  in  print  at  the  time  of  this  publication.   They  have  not  been  analyzed 
in  depth  nor  field  tested.   It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  school  or  system  to  ensure 
that  curricular  objectives  as  identified  by  Alberta  Education  are  met  with  the 
utilization  of  the  resources  listed  here.

The 
exercises  include  a  glossary  and  questions  which  test  comprehension  and 
grammar.  Recommended  for  the  intermediate  level  of  a  high  school  Spanish 
program.

Recommended  for  the  beginner/intermediate 
level  student.

The  emphasis  is  on  conversational  Spanish.  Each  of  the  30  chapters  provides  a 
dialogue,  graded  pattern  drills  and  a  glossary.  Recommended  for  the  beginner 
level. 


Christensen,  Clay  Ben,  David  E.  Wolfe,  and  Ponce  de  Leon.  Vistas  Hispanicas.

Accompanies  text  Vistas  Hispanicas.   This  workbook  is  divided  into  three 
sections:  a  written  section  focusing  on  grammar  and  vocabulary,  listening 
comprehension  exercises  based  on  dialogues,  and  an  answer  key.

A  series  of  short  stories  written  in  simple  Spanish.   Recommended  for 
intermediate  levels  when  introducing  preterite  and  imperfect  tenses. 
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Shrader,  Hugh  E.  Fun  with  Spanish.    Portland,  Maine:    J.  Weston  Walch,  1962. 


Supplementary  material  offering  activities  and  ideas  for  making  Spanish 
enjoyable,  such  as  crossword  puzzles,  plays,  tongue-twisters,  etc.   Especially 
useful  for  beginner/intermediate  levels. 


Vocolo,  Joseph  M.   and  Enrique  H.  Miyares.   Vistas  de  Juventud;  Vivencias  de

Appropriate  for  beginners,  the  stories  in  Vistas  de  Juventud  are  in  the  present 
tense  and  are  based  on  real  experiences.   The  text  includes  exercises  for 
testing  comprehension  and  vocabulary. 

Vivencias  de  Juventud,  the  intermediate  level  text,  deals  with  more  varied 
vocabulary  and  verb  tenses  than  did  the  first  level.    Preterite  and  imperfect 
are  included.
